But 
ſpecifick or relative Gravity is that 
dy which one Body is heavier than 
another of the fame Dimenſions, 
and is always as the Quantity of 
Matter under that Dimenſion, Thus 
a cubical Inch of Iron is heavier 
than a cubical Inch of Wood : for 
the Particles which compoſe the

cloſely connected together; or, which 
is the ſame, having fewer Interſtices 
or Vacuities between them, than 
thoſe of the Wood ; there is actually 
more Matter contain'd under the 
ſame Dimenſions in Iron than in 
Wood : and therefore Iron is ſaid to 
be /pecifically heayier than Wood, but

procuring this without a Mixture of 
other Sortments; for in the lighter 
Oils of Vegetables, as Roſemary, 
Lavender, and the like, they ap- 
pear to have a Mixture of Spirit, or 
volatile Salt, by their Pungency ; 
and in others drawn from Woods, 
as Guaiacum, Cinnamon, & c. they 
ſeem to bring over with them $Salzs 
of a goſſer and more fold Nature, 
which makes them ſpecifically hea- 
vier than Water. 

Under the Denomination of Sale 
is to be underſtood moſt of that 
which gives Solidity to Bodies, is 
diſſolvable in W ater, and atfects the 
Taſte with a peculiar Pungency. But 
there are three diſtin ſorts which 
paſs under this Name in Medicine 
the fixed, the volatile, and the ef» 
ſential ; the fixed is what remains 
after Calrmairn, which is procured 
by diſſolving the ſaline Parts of the 
Aſhes in hot Water, and evapora- 
ting it until the Salt is left dry at 
the bottom; for that will not riſe 
in Vapour.

HIS is chiefly employ'd in

fine Powders, cither by the Mortar, 
or by Levigation upon a Marble. 
There is little of Difficulty in this, 
unleſs the Labour, but what is ſoon 
obvious to every Tyro; only one 
eneral Caution is not amiſs here to 
inculcated, to obviate the Rliſ- 
chiefs and Incoaveniencies which thro 
Inadvertency or Haſte frequent] 
happen in the practical Shops: which 
is, whatſoever is powder'd, the 
whole Ingredient or Ingredients, with 


all their Parts to be uſed, ſhould paſs 


the Sieve, and be all mixed equally 
together, before any is uſed ; for 
thro Neglect of this, ſeveral Medi- 
cines, which come under this Ma- 


nagement, will be in their different 


bag of * Efficacies ; as that 
t Virrue, may, by being 
— moſt or leaſt friable, aſ to- 
gether at firſt, which will make that 
much too ſtrong; or remain behind, to 
the ſame Prejudice. In Compolitions 
likewiſe of Ingredients of different 
Textures and Coheſions, ſome run 
off much ſooner than other; ſo that 
there is an abſolute Neceſſity of mix- 
ng the whole carefully, tis all

It may be this Admoni- 
tion is needleſs in, fo obvious a Mat- 
ter ʒ but I have often found greatMiſ- 
chiefs from a Neglect herein, eſpe-

For in 
grinding, all thoſe Bodies whoſe Ef- 
cacy conſiſts much in the peculiar 
Shape and Points of their compo- 
nent Parts, the more and finer they 
are broke, the leſs will they ope- 
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rate: thus may Calamel be render d 
much gentler, and made capable of 
being given in much larger quantities, 
only by long rubbing in a Glaſs Mor- 
2 for oy continual Triture has 
the ſame Effects upon it, as repeated 
Sublimation, which is only breaking 


of the ſaline Spicula more and more, 


until it becomes almoſt p'ain Mer- 
cury. But in reſinous Subſtances, 
particularly thoſe which are purga- 
tive, as Jallop, Scammony, &c. the 
finer Powder they are reduced into, 
the greater is likely to be their Effi- 
cacy' as the Senſe which the Stomach 
and Bowels have of them, is in pro- 
portion to their Contacts: therefore 
the more the ſame Quantity is divi- 
ded, the further will it diffuſe and 
vellicate the Fibres; that is, in other 
words, it will work the more.

The Solidity, Hardneſs, or Force, 
by which the Parts of any Body re- 
ſiſt Separation, ariſes from the mu- 
tual Coheſion of its component 
Parts; which Coheſion is but a ne · 
ceſſary Conſequence of that attrac- 
tive Power reſiding in all Matter. 
Now the attractive Force, as it is 
ſtrongeſt at the Point of Contact, 
it is the Cauſe why the Coheſion of 
all Bodies is in proportion to the 
Number of Points they touch one 
another in: ſo that thoſe Particles 
which have leaſt Solidity with rela- 
tion to their Surfaces, altho they at- 
tract the leaſt at diſtance, yet when 
they touch, they cohere the moſt in- 
timately. But where the Coheſion is 
ſmall, for the contrary reaſon, as in 
ſpherical 


in Bulk, but in

ſpherical Bodies, whoſe Superficies 
can only touch in a Point, their Par- 
ticles eaſily give way to every Im- 
pulſe : and whenever they are ſet in 
motion, whether by Nature or Art, 
Fluidiry takes place; and how this 


be effected by Fire, tis not in 
the leaſt difficult to conceive, Whilſt 
the Particles of Fire, by their Acti- 
vity and Force, inſinuate themſelves 
into the Subſtance to be melted, they 
ſo divide and break it, that there is 
a much leſs Contact of Parts, and 
of courſe a weaker Coheſion, And 
this Coheſion may ſtill, by a Con- 
tinuance of the ſame Cauſe, and 
further diminiſhing the Degree of 
Contact, be ſo far weaken'd, that 
it is not ſufhcient to keep the com- 
ponent Parts from rolling over one 
another, that is, from running into 
a Fluid. 
From the Rareſaclion, which is 
remarkable in the Fuſion of theſe 
Subſtances, it is evident that theſe 


Parts may be, and actually are divi- 


ded and ſeparated from one another 
Fire, For unleſs the Fire pain'd 
iſlion between their component 
Parts, fo far as to force them into 
a greater diſtance from one another, 
and thereby leſſen their Contacts; 
there could be no Reaſon aſlign'd 
for the expanding themſelves into a 
ger compaſs. For Experience 
teaches, that a Plate of Iron by be- 
ing made red hot, not only increaſes 
Length. The ſame 
is obſeryable in calcining Copper. 
From this Difference of Coheſion 
$ all that Variety we obſerve 
the. Fuſion of Bodies: for ſuch as 
have leaſt Contact of Parts, ſooneſt 
give to the Fire ; and ſome will

And of the laſt, 
thoſe wherein the Contact of Parts 
is leaſt, as in Lead and In, moſt 
readily melt; but thoſe which are 
more compatt, as Gold and Silver,

Now if the Force of Coheſion 
was proportional to the Quantity of 
Matter, or to the Weight of Bodies, 
we might from Stratic, account for 
all the Variety which occurs in Fu- 


ſion; for by knowing the _— 
Gravity of a Body, we ſh then 


know what Force is requir'd tu et 
it. But becauſe the ſame (unt 
of Matter may be fo vanuuſly 011- 
8 that in one Body there (ha'l 

a much greater Contact than in 
the other, tho the Gravity be equal, 


or even leſs, at the ſame time; 


therefore the Force of Coheſion can» 
nos be eſtimated by Gravity: which 
is confhrm'd by Experie For 
Lead, a\tho more ponderous than all 
other Metals, except Gold, yet in the 
Fire is more eaſily melted than 
other, So that it neceſſarily f 
that in this Metal there — be a 
Coheſion, or Contact of Parts, how 
much ſoever it exceed others in 
the Quantity of its Matter. | 
Bodies, after Fuſion, return again 
into a ſold Maſs, upon their Remo- 
val from the Fire, and the Ceſſation 
of the Motion, which the Fire pro- 
duced ; becauſe their Particles are 
brought nearer to one another by 
their attractive Force, and ſo com- 
I'd ro unite, Such as conſiſt of 
| encous and unalterable Parts, 
as Wax, Gums, and the purer Me- 
tali, recover their antient Form: 
for when the ſame Texture of Parts 
remains in the whole Body, it muſt 


of courſe reaſſume the ſame Appea- 


rance, when the ſeparating Power 
ceaſes, to act. * 
| whole 
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whoſe Parts, with reſpe& to Denſity 
and Surface, are extremely different 


from one another, while ſome are 


carry'd off by the Force of the Heat, 
and others are chang'd as to Figure 
or Poſition, muſt be forc'd to ap- 
pear in another Form: for they can- 
not recover their original Phaſes, un- 
leſs every Particle could reinſtate it 
ſelf in that very Situation it had be- 
fore; which may be hinder'd infinite 
ways, as may eaſily be experienc'd in 
Heterogeneous Bodies, ſuch as Vege- 
tables, and all Minerals, as likewiſe 
the baſeſt ſort of Metals. After this 
manner, every Plant is turn'd to 
Aſbes; and Vitriol, when all its 
Moiſture is dry'd away, becomes 
Chalcanthum ; and Clay, by the 


Heat of the Furnace, hardens into 


Tiles and Bricks. 

Therefore the difference which is 
obſery'd, even in Homogeneous Bo- 
dies, after Liquefaction, is no way 
to be accounted for, but from the 
Changeableneſs of Surface in its 
Parts: for thoſe Bodies, whole Parts 
conſtantly retain the ſame Surfaces, 
never Joſe their Form; but others, 
—· 19 Surfaces of their Parts 

'd, have a different Texture, 
and put on another Appearance, 

Fluidity being in this manner ex- 
plain'd, Calcination may, without 
difficulty, be underſtood; which, in 
many Inſtances, is only the effect 
of a longer Liquefaction. For when 
the Fuſion is longer continu'd, not 
only the more ſubtile Particles of the 
Body ſelf fly off, but the Particles 
of Fire likewiſe do inſinuate

triple. Four Ounces of Regulus of 
Antimon, if put in Fuſion for an 
hour and a half, will gain wo 
Drams and a half ; tho in the mean 
time a multitude of Effluvia go off 
in Vapours.

T is not very eaſy to fix the 
Boundaries of this Term, for un- 
it ſome are for reducing almoſt 
all that belongs to Phyſick : as it 
will therefore be ſufficient to the pre- 
ſent Purp ſe, this Diſcourſe ſhall only 
conſider that inteſtine Motion of Bo- 
dies, which is to be met with in 
Pharmacy; either in the making and 
exa'ting the Efficacy of a Medicine, 
or in its Decay and Deſtruction. 

In this View what firſt offers, is 
to account for the Fermentation of 
Vegetables and their Juices, and in 
what Manner their Medicinal Effica- 
cies may be exalted by ſuch Proceſs; 
Which, as it conſiſts generally in diſ- 
engaging and ſeparating the fineſt 

moſt ſpirituous Parts, we can- 
not have a better Idea of all which 
comes under this Part in Pharmacy, 
than by underſtanding all which con- 
cerns the procuring a ſpirituuus Li- 
quor from Corn. 

In the Grain it ſelf muſt lie the 
Materials of what make the ſpiri- 
tuous Part, as nothing elſe is con- 
cern'd in it but Water ; to this pur-

INPDER this Head fo much 
of the Materia Medica comes 
to be examin'd, that we cannot be 


too particular in explaining it, And 


Oo. abs on of Yoko ome 20-be 


as ſunple an ion as any which 
falls under this Head, we ſhall be- 
gin with that: firſt examining from 
what Cauſes their conſtituent Parts 
are ſet in motion in a Fluid ; and 
then, how by means of that Motion 
they are ſeparated and diſloly'd. 
This Motion therefore may very 


well be accounted for, from that 


aitrattirve Force, which has been 
taken notice of to be fo very exten- 
ſive in Natural Phileſophy, that 
there is no kind of Matter in the 
whole Univerſe, but what is ſubject 
to it. We are to obſerve then, that 
the Corpuſcles of Salrs, which are 
the moſt ſimple of any, (tho at laſt, 
when they are left to chryſtallize, 
they unite into Meoleculs full of 
Pores) are withal very minute, and 
for their Bulk very ſolid; and there- 
fore exert a very ſtrong atrratlive 


Force, which ceteris paribus is pro- 


portional to the Quantity of Matter. 
Hence it comes to pats, that the 
Particles of Water are more ſtrongly 
attracted by the ſaline Particles, than 
they are by one another. The Par- 
ticles of Water therefore cohering 
but looſely, and being eaſily mova- 
ble, approach the Corpuſcles of 
Salr, and run as it were into their 
Embraces ; and the Motion of them 
is quicker or flower, according to 
their leſs or greater diſtances ; the 
attractive Force in all Bodies being 


ſtrongeſt at the point of Contact, as 
the Mathematicians have demonſtra- 
ted. Therefore it you throw Sais 
into the middle of a Diſh full of 
Water, we ſhall find the aqueess 
Particles, which are in the middle of 
the Diſh, will be ſharp and pungent 
to the Taſte z but the Water upon 
the ſides of the Veſlel continues al- 
moſt inſipid. So that when ſuch a 
Motion once ariſes, the aqueous Par- 
nicles are carry d with ſome force to- 
wards the Sat,; and the Moment 
of them is to be eftimated, as A- 
chanicks teach us, from the Ratio of 
ther Weight and Ces 
ly. By the Force of this linpulſe 
they open themſelves a Paſlage into 
the Pores of the Salli, which are 
very numerous; and at length they ſo 
break and divide their Texture, that 
all Coheſion of their Parts is de- 
{iroy'd ; hereupon, being ſeparated, 
and remov'd to a convenient diſ- 
tance from one another, they are

Thus from this great, tho ſimple 
and incelligible Principle of Attrac- 
tion, we find this Operation accoun- 
ted for, And this we not only de- 
duce by Keaſoning, but can evince 
by ocular Demonſtrauon. For we 
plainly ſee, that when Sagar is put 
into Water, the Particles 
will riſe up 1amediarely, and by de- 
grees inſinuate themſelves into the 
Parts of the Sugar, which are above 
the Surface of the Water, This ar-

But in the Solution of theſe Sales, 
we meet with ſome Variety ; for 
ſome, ſuch as Nitre, and Sat Ar- 
moniac, &c. require a leſs time to 
diſſolve them; but others, ſuch as 
Common Salt and Vitriol, a longer. 
And there is alſo another Difference 
in Sales; for ſome will diſſolve in a 
leſs, others in a greater proportion, 
in the ſame quantity of Water. So 
that if we would compare the 
Weight, berween the Water and the 
Salts, we ſhall find by Experience, 
that Common Salt diſſolves but in a 
half proportion, Alum in almoſt an 
equal, and Sugar in a double. This 
Variety of Solution does not pro- 
ceed from the Water, which is per- 
fectly the ſame in all theſe Inſtances, 
but from the different Coheſion of 
the Salts ; for ſuch as are of a rarer 
Texture, as Sugar ſeems to be, are 
more eaſily broken in pieces by this 
inteſtine Motion, and ſo melt in 
larger quantites. 1 . 

That the Solution of Salts made 
per Del:quium in the open Air, is 
by their Attraction of the aqueous 
Particles from the Air, is manifeſt 
from this conſtant Obſervation, That 
nothing haſtens this kind of Solution 
more than the Moiſture of Place 
and Weather, Hence the Water, 
which is thus contain'd in the Air, 
is the occaſion of the Increaſe of 
Weight in the Salts, when they are 
diſſolv d: ſo that trom an Ounce of 
Salt of Tartar, we have two Ounces 
of Oil. Juſt ſo too does Oil of Vi- 
triol gain in Weight, when *ts ſet 
in the open Air. But if Salts be 
firſt reduc'd to Chryſials, they will 
hardly yield to a Solution per Deli- 
quium, by reaſon of their greater 


Coheſion, and conſequently a ſtron-

abſorb 
and draw in the Moiſture of the 
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ger Reſiſtance to any outward Force. 
And thoſe Salts which are extracted 
from the Aſhes of Plants, and call'd 
Alkalizare, tho they diſſolve in the 
open Air the eaſieſt of all; yet if 
once chryſ/talliz'd, will not melt but 
with the utmoſt difficulty. But thus 
we muſt obſerve concerning thele 
Solutions, that by application of 
Fire, they are all perform'd ſooner, 
and in larger quantities. For the 


igneous Particles do not only break 


and deſtroy the Coheſion of the Par- 


ticles of Salt, but alſo increaſe the 


Moment of the aqueous Particles, 


and by that means aſſiſt them. The 


ſame is to be ſaid of any other Mo- 
tion and Agitation whatever, 

'Tis a common Notion, that tho 
Water be impregnated with one 
Salt, till it can take no more, yet 
after that, it may imbibe ſome of 
another kind. This, as affirm'd of 
Salts in general, may with 
ground be doubtyd. For in the very 


Experiment they here give us, they 3 


take for granted what ought firſt to 
be prov'd, while they let the Water 
lie a long while upon the Salt, in 
order to make the Solution more ſa- 
rurated, 
ſtood a conſiderable time, a great 
part of thoſe Salts, which firſt floated 
in the Water, ſubſides and turns to 
Chryſtals. So that the Water is ſo 
far from having imbibed all the ſa- 
line Particles it could, that if you

quite ceaſes, For all the Motion, 
which was firſt rais'd, was owing, to 
the Difference which is berween the 
attrattrue Force of the Water, and 
that of the Sals. Therefore when 
the Attraction is equal on both ſides, 
the Motion muſt ceaſe, and fo there 
can be no further Solution. This 
will make us underſtand, why we 
may uſe an indefinite quantity of

pregnated with ſaline Particles, they

e, the Preſeriber will be cheated 


of his Expectation from it: for there 


are ſeveral Circumſtances in the Cla- 


rification, which may accidentally va- 
ry its Succeſs ; but according to this 
Method, thus much is certain, that 
he who thinks he makes it beſt, 
quite ſpoils the Medicine. In ſuch 
caſes therefore as both theſe men- 
tion'd, an Apothecary ſhould be con- 
tent with ſ@ much Fineneſs as can be 
procur'd by Subſidence. For if the 
* be mixed with the Decoction, 
and juſt melted in it, in a conve- 
nient Veſſel, it will ſettle to a ſuffi. 
cient Clearneſs; and what can be fo 

off ſhould be boiled up to a 
due Conſiſtence, without any other 
Endeayours to make it finer. By this 
means all that comes of the Poppy 
is preſerved, and its true Doſe may 
be aflign'd to the greateſt Exact- 
neſs ; which in the uſual Method is 
impoſſible.

The Cor- 
pulcles alſo of Minerals and de- 
tals, tho very compact and heavy, 
do in ſore meaſure give way to the 
Fire, and are capable ot being ſub- 
lim'd. In all theſe- Inſtances the 
Breadth of the Surface, which ex- 
poſes the Particles more to the Im- 
perus of the Fire, is the reaſon why 
they are rais'd with as much eaſe, as 
it their Gravity had been leſſen'd by 
diminiſhing their Surface.

138. LENTISC1, Maſtick. Bel- 
lonius, in his Obſervations, . 2. 
cap. 8. affirms this to grow no where 
but in the Iſland of Chios But 
Schroder contradicts it, and ſays that 
he had a Preſent of a large Piece of 
7 his Kinſman Johanne. 2 
ers, a sküful Apothecary, which 
he brought himſelf from a Mountain 
in Helvetia. It is much of the ſame 
Virtues as the Saunders, and pre- 
ſcrib'd in the like Caſes; but as it 
approacheth ſomewhat nearer to the 
Turpentine Kind, it is rather more 
detergent, and paſſes in ſome mea- 
ſure Urine. 

139. GuAlAct, Holy-wood, or 
Pock-wood ; for it has many Names. 
This is the Wood of a Tree that 
grows very tall in the Faſt-In- 
die,; ſome pretend there are many 
forts of it; but Marhiolus, in his 


Notes upon Diaſceride:, is of the 
contrary Opinion, and aſcribes the 
Differences of Colour to its diffe- 
rent Age and Maturity z the oldeſt 
looking of the darkeſt Colour, and 
the younger more light, That 
which is heavieſt is beſt. It is very 
hot and drying, and thereby a great 
Promoter of inſenſible Perſpiration 
rather than Sweat. Upon this ac- 
count it is reckon'd a wondertyl 
Sweetner and Cleanſer of the Blood, 


and therefore much preſcrib'd in cu- - 


taneous Foulneſſes, of all kinds. By 
the ſame hot penetrating Quality it 
likewiſe is eſſeem d in the 
Gout, in diſſipating and inſenſibly 
waſting the Humours thrown upon 
the Joints; as alſo in 2 and 


Catarrhi, by drying up waſting 
the ſuperfluous Humidities. Bur in 


venereal Caſes it is ſaid to do won- 
ders; upon v/hich account it has 
obrain'd its Name of Pock-wood, 
Dr. Martin Lifter, in a Diſſertation 
de Luc Venerea, lays ＋ ſtreſs u 
on it, and ſets light y all that t 
Mercury can do without its Help. 
Continual Experience does beyond 
contradiction demonſtrate its Uſe- 
fulneſs in all Errors of the Conſti- 
tution, which ariſe from. roo much 
Humidity ; but how far it eradicates 
any particular Infetions, 1 muſt 
leave to Perſons of more Penerra- 
tion, and who are better turned o 
ſuch abſtruſe ways of Thinking, 
14% SASSAFRAS.

(for in many of thoſe Inſtances, 
where antient Authors ſpeak of theſe 


things being Diaphoretict, they can

Perſpiration; for the largeſt Doſes 
will not procure any ſuch Effect.) 


It is reckon'd likewiſe to be diſcu- 
tient, aperient, and heparick; but 
it is certainly good in all nervous 
Caſes which proceed from roo much 
Humidity, and may deſerve to be 
recommended, as it much is, in the 
Gout, and ſome kinds of Palſy, It 
comes in for an Antivenercal upon 
the ſame foot as ſome of the fore- 
mention'd Woods. Beguinus, in 
his Tyrocynium Chymicum, is at 


the pains to make an Eſſence of it; 
and Veſal;us wrote a whole Trea- 


tiſe concerning it. 

144. SAKSAPARILL&, Sarſa, or 
Sarſaparill. This comes from the 
Weſt-Indies. Nicolaus Monardus 
ſays there are three ſorts; one from 
New-Spain, which is moſt ſlender 
and pale; another from the Hon- 
dura, which is of a darker Colour, 
and thicker; and a third from the 
Province of Quito, near Guaiaquil, 
which is the darkeſt and thickeſt of 
all, That is moſt in Eſteem now 
which is whiteſt within, and lighteſt, 
but not ſo dry as to run into Pow- 
der like what is rotten. It is ac- 
counted abſorbent, and a great 
Sweetner, and much in Eſteem and 
Uſe with ſome for a kind of Tea, 
which = conſtantly make with it, 
and drink with or without Milk, 
like the common Teas. Some much 
queſtion whether there be really any 
Medicinal Virtues in this Root, as it 
diſcovers little in Taſte, Smell or 
Tincture; and ſuſpect it to have 
got into Eſteem only, as many other 
things have done of very little worth, 
by their bearing a good Price, and 
being brought a great way. There 
is a great deal of it in the Balſamum 
Polycrefion of the London Diſpenſa- 
tory, but to what good purpoſe 1 
cannot pretend to determine.

Some look upon it as a 
Cathartict, and it will in many In- 
ſtances purge, and ſometimes vo- 
mit; as Aſtringents ſometimes ac- 
cidentally do.

166, Layeis CALAMINARIS, 
Calamine, This Foſſile is found in 
many places. Glauber conceited it 
to partake of the Nature of Gold, 


and Etmuller commends his Uſe of 


it, to concentrate, as he calls it, the 
acid Spirit of Minerals. It is uſed 
as a great Dryer and Abſorbent in 
outward Applications, for it is ſcarce 
at all uſed inwardly. It is uſed in

167. Torx, Tutty, This is

It wonderfully aſſiſts the Eruption

It 
is alſo given in almoſt all Diſorders 
of the Lungs; and for its great effi-

the Shops ; but it is much beſt given 
in 8 e, and is very conveni- 
ently d, and made into Boles 
and Electuariet. The Dearneſs of 
this Commodity makes ſome draw 
out its Tiacture for a Syrup, or to 
uſe by it ſelf; and afterwards dry 
"and powder it for uſe.

HAT part of the Materia 

Medica which comes under 
this Head, altho it is not ſo exten- 
ſive as ſome of the precedent Divi- 
ſions, yet it is of that Efficacy as rc- 
quires the utmoſt Skill and Caution 
in managing, For a Vomis cannot 


be given, without doing ſome good 


or harm: it is not therefore to be 
indifferently regarded as the Opera- 
tion of ſome Alteratives, Which are 
frequently preſcribed, only to keep 
the Patient eaſy under ſome Expecta 
tion, until a Phyſician more clearly

ers of this 
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Vomits and Purges are ſo much 
alike in their Operations, that one 
cannot be well ap without 
the other: thus much therefore is 
common to them both, that any Me- 
dicine which ſo far vellicates the 
Membranes and Coats of the Sro- 
mach and Bowels, as to draw them 
into convulſive Twirches, or much 
accelerate their natural Motions, 
will be Emerick or Cathartict, and 
ſometimes both. But the Action of 
Vomiting is more a Con-

do their Contents. The Conſe- 
quences of which muſt be, that a 
deal will be drain'd back into 
ie Ipteſtines, and made a of 
what they difchar e. And when we 
conſider the vaſt Number 'of Glands 
in the Inteſtines, with the Outlets

that they are ſo conſtantly diſtin. 
guiſh'd in Phyſical Writers, by pe- 
culiar Names expreſſive of their re- 
ſpective Properties: hence ſuch is 


ter; which ſometimes 
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not to be ſuppos'd to have done it 
by any ſuch Election; but that there 
was either a Redundance of ſuch a 
Humour, whoſe Diſcharge any com- 
mon Irritation would occaſion, or 
that there was ſome peculiar Apti- 
tude from the Figures and Bulks of 
the Medicine, to deterge thoſe Parts 
where they were lodg'd, and ſet 
them in Fuſion.

Dr. Keil, in his Account of Ani- 
mal Secretion, ſeems to favour this 
Opinion of the Antients about elec- 
tive Purgers, becauſe it appear'd to 
him ſolvable by this of At- 
traction; but it is to be fear d he 
tranſpreſs'd his own Laws, when he 
makes the Particles of Jallap attract

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in the like Circumſtances, that is 
endu'd with the ſame mechanical 

ies. Whatlvever therefore 
has the ſame Properties, as by the 
Effects it appears ſeveral Medicines 


have, as Jallap, it will purge Wa- 
ter as much as Jallap ; and couſe- 
y deſerve as much the Name 
of a Specifick, Bur if it can be ac- 
counted, as here it is hoped 
done, how ſuch Medicines are fitted 
by their manifeſt and mechanical 
Properties to produce ſuch an effect; 
then it muſt be much more inſtruc- 
tive to rely upon ſuch Procedure, 
than have recourſe to an umagi 
Agency, which puts the Underſtand, 
ing in contuſion. | 
Upon another account alſo, be- 
fides that of a Stimulus, a Cathar - 
tick anſwers its Intention, and that is 
by fuſing the Humours, or rendring 
them more fluid than they were 
before ; whereby they are better fit- 
ted to paſs off by their proper E- 
munctories. And how this is done, 
may be underſtood trom many Hints 
already iviterſpers'd in this Work. 
Thoſe which conſiſt of very ſubtile 
and active Parts, are not ſo ſenſible 
in the larger Paſſages, becauſe of the 
great quaiitities of Matter which lays 
too great load upon them, and 
makes chem unhecded ; but when 
are into the Blood in any

reaſon why Catharticks of this ſort 


are ſo y chang'd into the moſt 
efficacious Alicralſvei is becauſe an 
Alteratruve id a Cathartick in this 
ſenſe in a lowes degree, or of a 
more remiſs Opcration, Wharſo- 
ever brings ſuch Panicles to a ſecre- 
Oritice which are fitted for its 
Paſlage oftner, either by accelera- 
ting the Blood's Motion, or break- 
ing it into more Particles of that 
particular Size and Inclination, will 
encreaſe that Secretion. According 
therefore to the difference of the 
Parts, where ſuch Secretions are en- 
larg'd, as the Glands of the Inteſ⸗ 
tines, Kidneys, or Shin, are 
Medicines, which are the laſtrumeuts 
therein, term'd either Catharticks, 
Diureticłi, or Diaphoraticks, 
Further, another way of 
ting the Diſcharges by Stool from 
Fulion, or rendering the Hutnours 
more fluid, is to mix ſuch Particles 
with chem, as prevent their running 
into viſcid Coheſions, and by de- 
grees divide and break them when 
in Contact, whereby they are ren- 
der'd futer to run off by the moſt 
convenient Outlets. This is done 
by Subſtances which have Parts rigj 
groſs, and full of Aſperities; a 
theſe are many kinds of Salrs, and 
tartarous Medicines. For by Ex 
riment, the moſt eaſy of any thin 
to be tried, thoſe Bodies mix d wit 
7 thing tenacious and adheſive, 
will deſtroy ſuch Properties, Thus 
let any one mix a few Grains of Sale 
of Tariar with the Exiraftum 
Radi, which of it (elf is fo tena- 
cious as to draw out into any form ; 
and it will immediately run into al- 
moſt a dry Powder, and crumble ſo 
as not to be capable of being made 


into Pills. To the quantity of this

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is commonly call'd, is owing, that 
that Maſs is fo difficultly made up 
into Pills, All tenacious likewiſe and 
mucilaginous Bodies of much thin- 
ner Conſiſtence, will by the like 
means be rendred much leſs adhe- 
ſive, and more diſpos d to Huidity. 
Catharticks of this fort are generally 
too groſs to paſs thro the Lacfeals; 
and therefore their Influence extends

Nature has endued them with. 
Whence he affirms, that the way of 
making Extract with Water, is pre- 
ferable to the common way of doing 
it by a ſulphurous Menſtruwm ; 
ſince thereby the Subſtance is freed 
from its Terreſtrial Parts, without 
depriving it of any of its Natural 
Principles. He ' takes notice, that 
Hellebore which is brought from Swir- 
zerland, is preferable to that which 
comes by the way of England.

Of ours I have frequent - 
ly given fifteen and twenty Grains in 
Powder as an Alterative and a Su- 
dorifick z and in Tintture, where 
the Root has been one Part, and 
the Menſtruum three, it may be 
given to ſþxty or one hundred Drops 
in a Doſe, I have found its Vir- 
tues beſt drawn, by rubbing a litile 
Salt of Tartar with it in a 

Powder, and letting it lie until the 
Air runs it; for that ſo tes in- 
to the very Subſtance of the Root, 
that its Parts immediately join with 
the Menſiruum, as ſoon almoſt as 
put into it.

411. JALAPII, Fallap. This is 
the Root of a Plant not unlike our 
Bryony, and is therefore by ſome 
call'd Bryonia Peruviana it is 
brought to us chiefly from Peru and 
Neu- Spain. The Mechoacan and 
this are reckon'd of a Species; and 
therefore as this is ſometimes call'd 
Mechoacana nigra, that goes as often 
by the Name of Jalabiam Alburr, 
As this does not appear to have been

He ſays it is one of the beſt Ca- 
—— we have. He has found 
it Experience, and wonders 
that 15 ſo little us d at preſent: 
for as it is ſo gente that it ſtands in 
need of no Correftor ; it, on the 
other hand, wants nothing to pro- 
mote its Operation : which can be 
tardly ſaid of any other, Yet he 
obſerves, that there are many uſe- 
les Methods given to correct it, 
which rather ſpoil than meliorate it. 
Some have obſerv'd to its diſadvan- 


tage, that it binds the Body too 


much after its O jon is over, 
but this he thinks of no force; for 
that effect is common to other Pur- 
ferr, eſpecially the Hydragogues. 
His Experiments were made by Ex- 


tation with Spirit of Wine, and 
common Water ; twelve Ounces of 
the Root yielded, with Spirit of 
Vine, two Ounces of a reſinous 
Extract well dry'd; the remainder 


bring likewiſe well dryd, weigh'd

purg d very little, but was extremely 
Diuretick. Whence he takes the 
liberty to conclude, that Extracts to 
purge to the e, and without 
Irritation, ought to contain both the 
ſaline and reſinous Parts, For the 
former only Urine, and 
the other always, if taken alone, oc- 
caſion diſorders ; but both join'd 
together, their Effects are laudable ; 
for the ſaline opening the reſinous 
Parts, diſſolving — accelerating 
their Diſtribution, do thereby binder 
them from adhering to, and infl.

HIS is a of Application 
1 in Medicine ſeldom made uſe 
but to looſen and drain away ſuch 
Humours by the Noſe, as are not 
well to be come at by other means. 
A very little part therefore of the 
Materia Medica falls under this Di- 
viſion, altho many Volatiles and 
Aromaticks are us'd for this In- 
tention 3 which upon other more 
important Properties are ranked un- 
der other Heads: what we have 
fubjoin'd here, being hardly made 
uſe of in Medicine for any other 

__ paſpoſe. + . + 
How a Medicine occaſions ſneez- 
ing, is not at all difficult to under- 
ftand, to one who has confider'd 
well the manner Emericks draw the 
Stomach, and its Appendices, into 
that Motion which is call'd Vomiting. 
The Fibres and Membranes within 
ſide the Noſtrils are extremely ſen- 
ſible z whatſoever therefore ſtimu- 
lates them, makes them contract, 
and thereby pull thoſe Parts they 


have any Communication with; 
which by degrees brings on that 


general convulſive Shake, that throws 
off the irritating Matter, Every one's 


own Experience demonſtrates, and 
beſt explains to himſelf how this is 


produc'd ; and likewiſe maniteſty 


the great Influences which may be 
communicated over the whole body, 
by the Communication of Fibres, 
from an almoſt unheeded Senlatioa 
upon the leaſt part, | 
The ſalutary Effects of this for- 
cible Concuſſion of the whole Body, 
are very conſiderable. There are 
many Glands about the Head, de- 
ſtin'd for the Separation of very vi- 


cid and mucous Subſtances; by 


which means many Suu, or Ca- 
vities, of ſome ſervice in the OEco- 
nomy, are frequently ſtuffed ſo 
with ſuch Matter, as not to vive 
that room to ſome of the Velles, 
as it is their Office to do; W 
the circulating Fluid in ſome Pars 
makes them ioo turgid ; which upon 
many accounts will occaſion uncafy 
"_ _ Pain, Giddineſs, and 
other Diſtempers frequently experi 
enc'd in the Head, "By a dale 
Conformation the Noſe receives an! 
diſcharges many ſuch ſuperfluous \ 
cidities. Therefore a Stimulus, tom 


what we call Sternutatories, or com 
| moni 
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monly Snuff, will provoke thoſe 
— encreaſe bb diſcharges, 
whereby a troubleſom load is drawn 
off, and the Head render d brizk and 
lightſoin. | 

But, beſides the benefit the Head 
immediately receives from fuch a 
Diſcharge, the whole Conſtitution is 
likewiſe ſo ſenſibly aftected, that 
in many Caſes it is of ute as an 
Exerciſe, There is no Motion what- 
ſoever, even not that of vomiing, 
which ſo ſuddenly and forcibly ſhakes 
the whole nervous Syſiem; ſo that 
in all Obſtructions of the finer 


Paſſages, and particularly of the 


nervous Fluid, whatſoever produces 
ſneezing mult be of great Advantage. 
And common Experience in Practice 
confirms this in many Inftances of 
Paralytick, Apopleclic and Lethar- 
gick Caſes ; where this Motion rouſes 
and enlivens, as it were, the Spirits; 


| and by ſhaking the moſt remote 


Fibres, aſliſts their * Juices in 
Circulation, which before ſeem d to 
ſtagnate, or not to irrigate the Fi- 
bres enough to maintain their natu- 
ral Elaſticity. And of ſuch great 
efhcacy is this Convulſion, that it is 

mes procur'd on purpoſe to 


| afliſt the Expulſion of the Fatus, and

How far the Cuſtom of taking 
Snuff, as it now prevails, is ſervice- 
able or detrimental, is not directly 


to bur purpoſe to determine ; but 


thus far it may not be amiſs to in- 
form thoſe who om ſo much 


| with it as a Faſhion, that they pu: 
| ſtout of their power to receive any 


benefit from it as a Medicine, 


whenſoever there may be occaſion 
for ſuch helps: for continually Nti- 
mulating thoſe Parts with hot pun- 
gent Snuff, makes them by degrees 
grow, as it were, callous, and much 
leſs ſenſible; which all Snufſ-raker; 


experience, being not proyok'd 10 
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ſneezing, if take ever ſo 
much, when one Pinch of the ſame' 
would immediately operate upon a 
ſtranger to it. There is another 
inconveniency alſo from this Prace 
tice, and that is ſpoiling their Appes 
tices ; for moſt of the common 
Snuff; are Tobacco, of one kind or 
other ʒ whereot ſome will paſs don 
the Throat into the Sromach, ef 
cially in thoſe who take much g 
whence it deſtroys the natural Appe- 
tite, as many confeſs to find

12. URIMUI&R VEris, Prim- 
rf + This flowers very early in the 
Spring, Both the Flowers, Leaves 
and Rott, are mention'd by Schro- 
der in ſeveral Forms for ſome medi- 
cinal Inrentions, chiefly Paralytick 
and Arthritick Complaints; but the 
Koors only are in any uſe now, and 
thoſe but ſeldom. Their Juice is 
generally expreſſed; and after it is 
haed ger Sub/identiam, made uſe of 
to provoke Snecziſ in ſuch Caſes 
as the Drain which that procures, is 
imazin'd to do ſervice. 

412. ASART, Afarabacka. This 
is become a mighty Sn of late. 
The Leaves are common in the Phy- 
ſick Markets; and to dry and re- 
duce them to Powder is all that is 
requir'd in making them imo Snuff; 

© 2 vom e 
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Some Empiricks, or Traders in phy- 
fical Matters, have put off a Snuff 
by the Name of Royal, at a good 
round Price, which is little elſe than 
this, decorated with ſome Leaf-Gold, 
This has antiently been much in uſe 
as an Emetict and a Cathartick; and 
in ſome Authors we find a Superſti- 
tion in gathering it: for they al- 
ledge, that pulled forward makes it 
work moſt by Vomit ; but pull'd 
backward, moſt by Stool. Rulan- 
dus frequently preſcribes the Root 
as a Diuretick; as alſo does Ferne- 
ius, in whom we meet with an Elec- 
tuary, in which that is the chief 
Ingredient, Its Operation is very 
brisk, and therefore commer.ded in 
Conſtitutions that are moiſt and 
cold, and ſubject to generate Viſci- 
dities, and what obſtructs and fouls 
the Viſcera, and retards the con- 
tractile Force of the Fibres ; but in 
none of theſe Caſes does the preſent 
Practice acknowledge it. As a Ster- 
nutatory, it does y 22 
ſervice; for it powerfully drains 
mucous Humours out of the Head. 
It is not ſo pungent as to be im- 
mediately felt upon taking, like 
the Tobacco Snuffs ; but after ſome 
time it makes the Noſe run very 
much, and not unfrequently Blood 
it ſelf, if its uſe is long continued. 
The uſual way is to take near a 
Scruple going to bed, for three or 
four Nights together; and by the 
next Morning its Operation will be 
very ſenſible, tho it occaſions little 
or no ſneezing, unleſs by the Acri- 
mony of the Humours which drain 
off, and irritate the Fibres in their 
Paſlage, . 

414. Eurnokgit, Id. This is 
2 Gum, or rather inſpiſſated Juice of 
a Tree, which Authors much differ 
about. Dodonaus deſcribes it as a 
Plant; but Diaſcorides mentions it 
as a Tree, Etmuller ſays, the Eu- 


phorbium of the Antients is not 
known to us; nor that the Vege- 
table which produces it, is in the ac- 
quaintance of the Modern Botaniſti. 


Moſt make it a ſerulacious Plant; 


and ſome of our Gardens ſhew Spe- 
cimens of that kind. Hoffman, who 
was no incurious Writer, ſays it is 
an inſpiſſated, or rather — 
Juice of an Indian Iithymal. It is 
ſo extremely hot and pe | 
as to prove even Cauſtick: where- 
fore, 
Purge in many Authors, againſt 
ſerous and viſcous Humours, and its 
Doſe aflign'd from half a Scruple to a 
whole one; yet it is now never given 
inwardly, becauſe its Violence tear 
off the neceſſary Mucus, or Cover- 
ing of the Stomach and Bowels, and 
occaſions Dyſenteriess As a Sternu- 
ratory, it is to be us d very cautiouſly, 
and never taken alone ; but mixed 
in a ſmall quantity with ſome other 
Powders, proper to ſoften the Fibres, 
and guard them againſt the intole- 
rable Heat of the Ewphorbium. In 
pounding it there may be much 
danger; becauſe without great care 
ſo much will fly up the Noftrils, a 
to do miſchief, This is of good ule 
in Chirwrgery, in cleanſing very 
foul Ulcers, and exfoliating of d. 
rious Bones. Ftmuller's reaſon tot 
this is, becauſe its Alkaline Su- 
lities deſtroy the Acids which eroc: 
Ulcers, even the Bones ther 
ſelves, ſo as to induce Rottenne's 
Hildanus greatly commends it in tt 
like Intentions, | 
415, ETTIESORI Als, Wh 
Hellebore. The Antients gave 00 
inwardly as a Purger of Phiegm 40% 
viſcid Humours ; but its violent Ojt 
ration has expell'd it now tro 
internal uſe; and it remalns 4 
preſent in Medicine, little other 
than as an Errhine. And even # © 
Snuff, its Irritations are ſo grea, 


though it is mention'd as a 


oe T_T / oi Ee 
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to make it not prudent to venture it 
alone, and therefore it is join d to 
other things which abate its Vehe- 
mence. It is alſo prepar'd in ſome 
Lotions for cutaneous Foulneſles, 
and is ſucceſsful oftentimes in de- 
terging thoſe little Ulcerations which 
blotch and deform the Skin, and are 
ſometimes infectious, or what the 
common People call catching. 

415. NicoriAN x, Tobacce. 
There is no occalion for ſearching 
Natural Hiſtory for any Information 
concerning this Plant; becauſe Com- 
merce, and its continual Uſe, makes 
ws ſutficiently acquainted with i, 
Its Effects likewiſe upon the whole 
Conſtitution at firſt uſe, as it is 
ſmoked, is enough in every one's 
knowledge. If it be infus'd, and 
the Liquor drank, it produces the 
fame Sickneſs, Vomiting, and aftcr- 
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wards doſi ity. And there · 
fore 4 uſcd for an 
F merick amongſt ſome mean i 
rant People, yet common 2 
has hitherto kept it out of juſtifiable 
Practice. How its conſtant Uſe 
comes to make it ſo familiar to Per · 
ſons, as not to have any of thoſe 
ſtrange effects upon them as it has 
at firſt, is not properly our buſineſs 
to explain here; altho the Fact is 
in every one's knowledge, Some 
Hints of this may be collected from 
what will be ſaid hereafter, in our 
Explication of the S1mpics under the 
next Seclioen. What we place it 
for here, is as a Sternutatory, lince 
it is the Baſis of all the Snuff now in 
uſe; in which manner of raki 
it, People are as well | 
with it, as in ſthoking. 
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U ND FER this Head we include 
a!l that Part of the Materia 
Medica which any way produces 
Sleep, whether call'd by this name, 
or yn; icks Or ute. 
many of this Tribe ſtand with ſome 
Authors in the rank of Veen, yet 
we ſhill not here enter into the 
Controverſies, whether ſuch things 
can be medicinal, or whether a Me- 
dicine can poiſon ; becauſe it is cer- 
tain there is Truth on both ſides the 
Debate, Theſe ace Inſtruments whoſe 
Agency lie very remote from the 


reach of our Senſes, as wonderful 


Effect are often produced almoſt 
from unheed d Cauſes, But the dif-

But altho - 


by one, whoſe true Merit has now 
ſet him at the head of his Profeſſion, 
in the opinion of all the beſt Judges, 
as well as the common Vogue ; the 
Reader need not be inform'd that 
hereby is meant Dr. Aead, who in 
his fourth Eſſay on Porſons has taught 
us how to reaſon in theſe abſtruſe 
Matters. And therefore what we 
there find for our preſent Purpoſe, 
ſhall be tranſcribed, as near as con · 
veniently can be, in the Dottor's 
own words. 


To underſtand the Manner of 


Operation of theſe medicinal m- 


ples, and to help us to aſcertain their 
Uſes in many Caſes, we ſhould be 
beforehand rightly appris'd ot their 
Natures and Ways of acting. And 
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in order hereunto, it is nec 
beſides ſome other Precognita, to 
define diſtinctly what Sleep is, or ra- 
ther (to avoid Confuſion and Diſ- 
pue about Words) what difference 
there is between an animal Body 
when aſleep and when awake, 

Firſt” then, there is no one but 
knows that in Sleep there is a Ceſ- 
ſation from Action. When waking, 
we walk, diſpute, move this or that 
Limb, c. but in natural and un- 
diſturbed Reſt, there is nothing of 
all theſe: that is, whereas being a- 
wake we do perform ſeveral Motions 
by the voluntary Contractions of 
our Muſcles; when aſleep, thoſe 
Muſcles only are contracted, whoſe 
Action is in a manner involuntary, 
or to which the Mind has ſo con- 
ſtantly determin'd the Spirits, that it 
does it by a Habit, without the In- 
tervention of the Reaſoning Faculty: 
"ſuch are thoſe of the, Heart and 
Breaſt. So that there is at this time 
a kind of Relaxation or Looſeneſs 
of the moving Fibres of the ſeveral 
Members; or at leaſt ſuch a quiet 
Poſition and State of them, by 
which all the Antagoniſt Muſcles are 
in an Equilibrium and Equality of 
Action, not overpowering one ano- 
ther, For this indeed ſeems to be 
one great Deſign of Sleep, to re- 
cover to the Parts overſtretch'd by 
Labour, their former Force: and 
therefore we do naturally, when 
compoſing our ſelves to Reſt, put 
dur Body into that poſture, which 
does moſt favour the particularly 
— "ty Limbs, and ronduce to this 
end, 

In the next place, it is very plain, 
that there is in Sleep not only a 
Reſt and a Suſpenſion from acting 
moſt of our bodily Organs, but 
even of our thinking Faculty too: 
that is, a ceaſing from loch Thoughts, 
as when waking we are exerciſed a- 
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_continu'd Impulſe, 


ſh Diſpenſatory. Part Th

| nd with, For 
tho Dreams are Thoughts, yet they 
are imperfect and incoherent ones, 
and are indeed either fo faint and 
languid Repreſentations, as to be 
conſiſtent with our Sleep, as ſome 
may be; or elſe i they be ſtrong 
and live! „they are, as every One 
knows, the Interruption and Piſtur. 
bance of it. From hence it will 
follow, that the Motion of the arte- 
rial Fluid muſt be, cateri far, 
more ſedate, even, and regular, in 
the time of ſleeping than waking, 
For beſides the various Alterations 
which in the latter ſtate this receives 
from the ſeveral Paſſions of the 
Mind, the very Contractions of rhe 
Muſcles themſelves in Exerciſes ot 
the Body do differently forward its 
Courſe ; whereas in Sleep the Force 
of the Heart and pectoral Muſcles, 
being more conſtant and uniform, 
gives it a more calm and equally 
Hence allo it 
will come to paſs, that the /nfluz

the Organs of the Body, as allo i: 
m_ towards the Brain, is in ſ1--y 
either none or very inconſiderable ; 
that is, that this Fluid has at this 
time but little or 'no Motion. For 
"tis muſcular Action and Senſation 
that require it to be thus determin'd, 
this way or that, which are now hard 
ly any. And yet by the arrival of 
Blood at the Brain, this Juice u.

For Action docs neceflacily by de- 
grees impair the Springs and Or- 
gans; and in Motion ſomething is 


continually abraded, and ſtruck off 


from the diſtractile Fibres, which 
cannot otherwiſe "be reſtored, than 
by their being at reſt from Terfion, 
Beſides that ſuch a regular and ſteddy 
Courſe of the Blood, as has been 
obſerv'd to be in Sleep, is by far 
more fit and proper for Nutrition, 
or an Appoſiton of Parts to the 
Veſlels, which an aneven Hurry of 
it is more apt to tear off and waſh 
away.

The Cafe being thus, it is very 
plain that wharſuever can induce 


ſuch a Diſpoſition of the Fluids and 
- muſcular Parts of the Body as this 


we have defcribed, will cauſe S 
neſs, And in like manner, when 
any _ interpoſes and hinders this 
Compoſedneſs and Tranquility, the 
removing the Ipedment will be 
the cauſing of e; inaſmuch as 
this is only reducing the Animal 
OEconomy to its right ſtate, in 
which by natural Order there muſt 
be a ſucceſſioun of Sleeping and Wa- 


king, Thus it appears how neceſ- 


ſari y continu'd Exerciſes cauſe Sleep, 
ſince theſe do exhauſt the Juice of 
the Nerves ; that is, both leſſen its 
Influx into the Organs of Motion, 
and incline the Mind nor to deter- 
mine it any longer that way, upon 
the account of the Pain and Uncaſi- 


"neſs with which too violent a Fen- 


ſion of the Parts is always attended, 
which therefore we muſt deſire to 
relax, or lay to reft. 

That Sleepineſs which follows 
upon a Fulneſs of the Stomach atter 


_ Eating or drinking, is owing to a 
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different Cauſe 3 and does indeed fo 
nearly fall in with the Effects of 
Opiate Medicines, that it requires a 
particular Conſideration, 

As Hunger, or the Emptineſs of 
the *romarh, is a painful Senſationy, 
ſo the ſatisfying or removing of 
this, is 2 pleating and an agreeable 


_ one. Now all Pain is a Sromules 


upon the Par: affected 3 and chi, 
we all know, being attended with 
Contrattions of the pain'd Mem- 
branes, cauſes a greater Aux than 
ordinary of the nervous Juice that 
way. On the other hand, Pleaſure, 
or a delightful Senfarion in any part, 
is accompany'd with a ſmooth Un- 
dulation, and caſy Reflux of che 
Liquor of the Nerves rowards the 
Brain, This is, as it were, the En- 
tertainnent of the Mind, with which 
being taken up, it does not deter- 
mine the Spirms to the ns of 
Motion ; that is, there is a Re- 
laxation of the muſcular Fibres, and 
ſuch a Diſpoſition of the nervous 
Fluid, as we have obſerv'd to be 
neceflary to fleep,. And this is che 
reaſon of that Chilineſs in the 
Limbs, which is coinmo com- 
plain'd of after a good Meal. 
If it ſeems frrante that a Plea- 
ſure in the Sromath ſhould fo 
werfully influence the Mind, let it 
G conſider'd on the other mm 
how violent Effects an uneaſy 
diſagreeable Senſe in the ſame parts 
does produce ; what a terrible Ago» 
ny two or three Grains of Crocus 
Mcetallorum tous the whole Fa- 
brick into ; how readily che Fluid of 


the Nerves is with a more than or- 


 dinary 1mperus determin'd and com- 


mandel into the Muſcles of the 
Stomac and Abdomen, in order to 
throw off the Enemy, and remove 

the ungratetul Senſation, 
Now the Conſequences which 
are aſcribed ro a pleaſing Senſe of 
O 4 „ tlus 
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this Part, are 1 4 the contrary 
of theſe which the oppoſite Aﬀec- 
tion of Pain induces. And indeed 
Pleaſure and Pain are two great 
Springs of Action in the Animal 
e The Changes they 
make in Fabrick, are the Cauſes 
of many Effects which ſeem ſur- 
prizing, e we do not regard 
the Mechaniſm by which they are 
produced ; but theſe muſt be more 


conſiderable in the Stomach, than 
- any where elſe ; this Part being, for 


many wiſe purpoſes, of ſo acute a 
Feeling, that ſome Philoſophers have 
for this reaſon thought it to be the 


Seat of the Soul. 


Beſides theſe Conſiderations, it 
be taken notice, that the $:0- 
mach being diſtended with Food, 
preſſes upon the deſcending Trunk 
of the Aorta, and thus cauſes a 
greater Fulneſs of the Veſlels in the 
upper parts; whereupon the Brain 
is loaded, or the Derivation of Spi- 
rits into the Nerves diminiſh'd, upon 


Which Unactivity or Drowſineſs en- 


ſues. From hence proceed thoſe 
Fluſhings in the Face, Redneſs, Sc. 
after plentitul eating and drinkin 

moſt viſible in thoſe whoſe Vellcls 
are lax and weak, as in exhauſted 
and hectick Perſons they more eſpe- 
cially are. Thus we may, without 
the aſſiſtance of the neu Chyle en- 
tering into the Veſſels, account for 
that Inclination to ſleep, which fol- 
lows upon a full Stomach : tho we 
muſt alſo allow the Diſtenſion, from 
this, to be a conſiderable Cauſe of 


the ſame Effect. But this does not 


happen immediately, nay ſometimes 
haps not within two or three 
ms after eating; and the ſudden 
Drowſineſs muſt (as well as the pre- 
ſent Retreſhment and Reviving 
which Meat gives) be chiefly owing 
to ſome more 3 Alteration. 
Now to apply this more ſtrictly 


to the Contents of this Sefton, it 
may be neceſſary to conſider yet 
more nearly the Effects of an Opiate 
or Narcotick; fuſt upon the Sto- 
mach, and afterwards, when they 


have paſs d the Prime Vie, upon the 


arterial Fluid it ſelf, 

An agreeable Senſation produced 
in the stomach, together with a 
Diſtenſion of its Membranes, has 


becn already obſerv'd to be the 


| Cauſe of that Sleepineſs, to which 


we are ſo inclinable after eating. 
The one of theſe engages the Mind, 
the other acts in Body. For 
Pleaſure amuſes the Soul as it were, 
{o that it does not think, or exer- 


ciſe it ſelf about any outward Ob- 
jects ; that is, it is inclined to Re, 


and the Fulneſs of the Veſſels in 
the Brain checks and hinders, in 
ſome meaſure, the Derivation of 
the nervous Juice into the Organs, 
Now they who take a moderate 
Doſe of an Opiate, eſpecially if not 
long accuſtom'd to ſuch things, are 


ſo tranſported with the pleaſing 


Senſe it induces, that they are, as 
they ofren expreſs themſelves, in 
Heaven; and tho they do not al- 
ways fleep, (which proceeds from 
the Preſentation of vieaſ ng Images 
to the Mind being ſo ſtrong, that 
like Dreams they j over- engage the 
Fancy, and ſo interrupt the State of 
Reſt) yet they do however enjoy ſo 
perfect an Indolence and Quiet, that 
no Happineſs in the World can ſur- 
paſs the Charms of fo agreeable an 
Extaſy. 

Thus we have from theſe Me- 
dicines, but in a far more emi- 
nent degree, all thoſe Effects which 
were obſerv'd to follow upon that 
grateful Senſe in the Stomach, which 
a moderate Fulneſs produces. For 
no Bodies are ſo fit and able plea- 


| ſingly to affect our ſenſible Mem- 


branes, as thoſe which conſiſt of 
| volatile 
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volatile Parts, whoſe Activity is tem- 
per'd and allay'd by the Smoothneſs 
of ſome which are lubricating and 
oily : for they lightly — the 
Juices of the Sromach, and cauſe a 
_ Titillation of its nervous 

at, whereby there is induced an 
agreeable Plenitude, and the Mind is 
entertain'd with Ideas of Satisfaction 
and Delight. And thus we eaſily 
ſee upon what Mechaniſm the other 


| Virtues of Opia:B, do depend: for 


their eaſing Pains, checking Evacua- 
tions, ec. proceed not only from 
the Mind's being taken up with a 
pleaſing Senſe, whereby it is diver- 
red from a diſagreeable one; but all 
Pain being attended with a Con- 
traction of the Part, the Relaxation 
of the Fibres, which they cauſe, 
eludes and deſtroys the Force of the 
Stimulus. 


In like manner, in immoderate 


Secretions there is moſt commonly 
an Irritation of the Organs, the Re- 
moval of which will abate the Dif- 

e. And herein lies the incraſ- 
farting Quality of thele Medicines, in 
that the twitching Senſe upon the 
Membranes ot the Lunge, Bowels, 
&c. being leſſen'd, the arp Hu- 
mour is ſuffer d to lodge there in a 
ater quantity, before it is ſo trou- 
om to be thrown off and ex- 
pell'd ; it being all one as if there 
were no Ixritation of the Part, it 
the uncaſy Senſe thereof be not re- 
garded by the Mind. Theſe Effects 
will all be heighten'd by the mixture 
of the Narcotic Particles with the 
Blood ; which is hereupon rarefy'd, 
and diſtends its Veſſels, eſpecially 
thoſe of the Brain: and thus does 
ſtill to a greater degree leſſen the In- 


flux of the nervous Fluid to the 


Parts, by preſſing upon the Iabuli, 
or little Canals, through which it is 
derived. This is the reaſon of that 


Difficulty of Breathing, which they 
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do ſor à time experience who rake 
theſe kind of Medicines ; this Sywp- 
tom being inf: fas the ob 
refattion of the Blood in the Lungs. 

From hence it a that the 
Action of theſe Medirines, and par- 
ticularly that of Opturn, is ana- 
logous to that of other vo Spi- 
rits; only that a ſmall Portion of 


the former has a force „ to that 
the 


of a cater quantity latter. 
And this is very evident in thoſe 


who accuſtom themſelves to take 


large Doſes of Oium ; as the Turks 
and P:rſ:ians do to that degree, that 
it is no uncommon thing there to 
eat a Dram or two at a time; for 
the effects of it in them are no o- 
ther than downright Drunkenneſ! ; 
upon which account it is a common 
Saying with them, and on the fame 
occaſion, He has cat Opium ;, as 
with us, He has drank roo much 
Wine. Neither indeed do they bear 


ſuch large quantities of it otherwiſe 


than Tirpler: will a great deal of 
Brandy; that is, by habituating them- 
ſelves to it by degrees, beginn 

with ſmall Doſes, and requiring ti 

more and mote, to taiſe themſelves 
to the ſame puch. Juſt as Galen 
tells of a Woman at Athens, who 
by a gradual Uſe had brought her 
2 1 take, without any hurt, 2 


conſiderable muy of Hemlock : 


which Inſtance is the more to our 
poſe, becaule Nit. Fontanns 
— one, who being recover'd of 
the Plague, and wanting ſleep, did, 
with very good effect, cat Hemlock 
for ſome time; till falling ill again 
of a Fever, and having letr off the 
Uſe of this Remedy, he endeavour'd 
ro procure Reſt by repeated Doſes 
of Cum, which (Nature having 
been accuſtom'd to a ſtronger Alte- 
rative) had no Operation, until the 
help of Hemlock was again call'd in, 

with the deſired ſucceſs. 
le 
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It is a ſuſſlcicnt Confirmation of hitherto on this head, how ſach In. 


all this Re. ng, that Proſper Al- 
FTE LL vblery'd amongſt the Egyt- 
$1415, thoſe who had been accuſ- 
tom d to Gum, and were faint and 
Haugud for want of it, (as Drinkers 
are, it they haye not their Spirits) 
go be recyver'd, and put into the 
ſame ſtate of Indolence and Plea- 
ſure, by large Dvules of Cretick Wine, 
made hotter, by the Infuſion of Pep- 
„ and the like ſtrong 4romaticks. 
Ni: is it perhaps aſs to remark, 
that in Manlacal People, as is fre- 
quently obſerv'd, a quadruple Doſe 
of an Ot iale will ſcarce produce any 
conſiderable effect. Now in Per- 
ſons ſo aflected, the Mind is deeply 
engag'd, and taken up with foie 
Images or otlir, as Love, Anger, 
ec. ſo that it is not to be fo eaſil 
moved or diverted by thoſe pleaſing 
Repreſentations which it would at- 
tend to at another time, and upon 
which the Virtues of theſe Medicines 
do in a great meaſure depend, Be- 
des this, thoſe who are Manzacal, 


do to a wonder bear the Injuries of 


Cold, Hunger, ezc. and have a pro- 
digious degree of muſcular —7 
which argues the Texture of their 
Blood to be very ſtrong, and the 
Coheſion of its Globules great: fo 
that the ſpirituous parts of an Opiate 
cannot make that Disjunction and 
Rarefaction of this Fluid in them, 
which it does in ordinary Bodies and 
Conſtitutions. | 

How far this Theory is improva- 
ble into Practice, all ſuch are Judges, 
Who have a true acquaintance in the 
Animal OEconomy. And becauſe 
many medicinal Simples under this 
- Diviſion, have often Effects which 
are term'd deleterious and poiſonous, 
inſomuch as to kill, and that very 
ſuddenly ; it may be worth while 
to inform our ſelves from the ſame 


Inſtructor who has conducted us 


ſtruments act in bringing about thoſe 
fatal Conſequences. For the moſt 
entle of this Tribe, in an Over. 

le, have the ſame eſſects as x 
Poiſon, and prove equally deſtruc. 
tive, Opium in too great a quay- 
tity will inflame the Sromach, and 
rarefy the Blood to ſuch a degree, 
that the Veſſels cannot again recover 
their Tone; whereupon Apoplectic 
Symptonis, c. will enſue. 

To be convinc'd of this, Dr. Meat 
tells us, that he forced into the Sto- 
mach of a ſmall Dog about half a 
Dram of crude Gium, difloly'd in 
boiling Water. He quickly vomited 
it up with a great quantity of frothy 


Spittle; but repeating the trial, by 


holding up his head and beating him, 
the Dottor made him retain thre: 
or four Doſes, intermitting between 


each about a quarter of” an hour, 


When the Dog had thus taken, as 
near as he could gueſs, about two 


Dram, he watch'd him an hour, 


when he began to ſleep, but pre- 
ſently ſtarted up with Convulſions, 
fell into univerſal Tremblings, 
Head conſtantly twitch'd and ſhook, 
he breath'd ſhort and with labour, 
and at length loſt intirely the ul: 
firſt of his hinder Leys, and then 


;of the fore ones, which wer: ſtitt 
and rigid like Sticks, 


As he lay 
ſnorting, the Doctor, to baſten his 
end, was giving him more of the 
Solution, but on a ſudden his Limbs 
grew limber, and he died, Upon 
opening his Stomach, it was found 
wondertully diſtended, tho empty 
of every thing but ſome Water and 
_ together with ſome parce's 
of frothy Alucus ſwimming in it: 
the inſide was as clean as it ſcraped 
and waſh'd from all the Slime of 
the Glands, with ſome Redneſs here 
and there, as in a beginning In- 
flammation. The Pylorus Was con- 

| | tracted. 
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tracted. The Nlood - Veſſels of the 
Brain were very full; and be took 
out a large Grime of concreted 


"Blood from the upper part of i, 


cutting into the inn Lopyrradinaly, 
as is not uncommon in Apoplectick 
Carcaſes: but tound no extravalared 
Scrum in the V entricles, nor among 
any of the Membranes. 

And thus from rhe Effects of an 
Over-Doſe of an Oprare may Wwe 
conceive how many under tius C4 


are ſo 'powerful- in their Narcertch 


Qualities, as tv prove deadly in very 
- (mall quantities 3 and are therefore 
not ſafely admitted into Practice. 
Some of them conſiſt of ſuch hot, 
- acerid, and corroſive Parts, as by ra- 
refying the Juices of the Sromach, 
and wounding its nervous Mem- 
branes, are the Cue of all thoſe 
- Diſorders which do immediately fol- 


low. For upon the Senſe of a'vio-. 


lent Irritation and Pain, the Huid 
of the Nerves is immediately in 
large quantities determin'd to the 
part affected; and this, i the Sr. 


mulu is not overgreat, will be only 


to ſuch a degree as is ſutficient, by 


contracting the Fibres of the - 
mach, and Muſcies of the Abdo- 


"wen, to throw oft the Cauſe of the 
diſugreeable Senſation : but the un- 
eaſy rwitching bei 
be borne, the Mind, by a kind of 
Sur prize, does with haſte and tur 
t it were command the Spirits thi- 
ther.

_ of its Properties, to Kircher, Simon 
Pauli, Amatus Linus. But 
we "bug, indiffer arrant for 
ſuch Prat; and ſo antiently as 
Diaſcorides, does it ſtand rejected 
from all inward Uſe, for its poiſo- 
nous Qualities, However, it is by 
many in eſteem externally, for the 
_ Spleen and Hypocondriack Inflations. 
Its Juice is boil'd up with Gums, 
and ſuch convenient Ingredients, as 
are neceſſary for the form of an 
Emplaiſter. Our College has one 
which bears its name, and is pretty 
much preſcribed in the above-men- 
tion'd Caſe; as likewiſe to diſcuſs

418. MANDRAGOR YE, Man- 
drake. This is of a ſtrong Narcc- 
tick Quality, and is mention'd in 
ſome antient Writers as convenient 
to be given before an Ampuration, 
to deaden the Senſe of Pain by ſtu- 
pefying the Patient z but modern 
Practice owns it not for any ſuch 
uſe. It is reckon'd cooling in ex- 
ternal Applications, and therefore 
po. an: «7 in Inflammations of 
the Eyes, or any Eryſipela; upon 
which foot it ſtands in the Ungaen- 
tum Populneum of the Shops in 
preſent uſe. 


419. NicoriAx x, Tobacco. 


Common Experience manifeſts, upon 


the firſt Uſe of this, its Narcorick 
Properties, altho it is only ſmoked 
according to the uſual cuſtom ; and 
chew'd, as ſome take it, or admi- 
niſter'd in Snuff, it has always the 
ſame effect. But upon long Prac- 
tice, like many other things of this 
kind, it grows leſs perceivable in 
ſuch Qualities, and with ſome ſeems 
to have no influence at all. Its in- 
ward Uſe is no way practis'd, but 
2 ſome poor People for cheaj- 
neſs ſake, as a Vomitz unleſs in 
thoſe unnatural ways invention has 
found out, of ſmoking, chewing, 
or taking it in Snuff. 

420. Sol Axl, Nightſhade. This 
is reckon'd very cooling, inſomuch 
as not to be ſafe in inward uſe, 
being deadly in its Conſequences. 
Some Authors commend its exter- 
nal Application to the Temples, a- 
ainſt the Head- Ach, and in In- 


mations of the Eyes; and to 


the Feet, in burning Fevers: but it 
is little uſed now any of theſe ways, 
and is loſt in our Materia Medica,

This Quality does not reſtrain ſome- 
what which is detergent in their 
Compoſition ; tor they help Expecto- 
ration, and are good in many Diſ- 
tempers of the Breaſt, more parti- 
cularly the Pleuriſy, in which ſome 
will have them to be a Specifick, 
eſpecially Van Helmont. The ſim- 
ple Syrup, which is commonly made 
with them, has a beautiful red Co- 
lour, and not only is an agreeable 
Sweetner of Alexipharmick Juleps, 
but makes them pleaſant both to the 
Eye and Palate, The diſtill'd Wa- 
ter of thele is good for nothing, 
but the Flowers caked and dry, as 
they come out of the coid Still, are 
ſometimes apply'd ro the Head with 
ſucceſs againſt Pains there.

H Es E are of as little regard 
1 in Medicine as any Claſs of 
Simples; being of flight efficacy, 
and us'd for no important Intention,

-uneafy Senſation of ſome particular 
"Symptoms, more than to cure the 
Diſeaſe whence they ariſe, 


All of this Rank may be conſi- 
der'd under hes two Diviſions ;

Theſe are chiefly Fruits and Acid 
Juices, and are moſt commonly or-

preſſed, or bro.» by external —

But in this caſe there is a hazard of 
fuch things likewiſe putting the ob- 
ſtructed Humour into a Ferment, 
whereby it ſooner turns into Pas, 
and then they come under the De- 
nomination of Suppuratives or Ripe- 
What therefore in the moſt 
ſtrict Senſe is to be reputed a Repel- 
ter, is that which aſtringes and 
ſtrengthens the Part, ſo as to make 
it reſiſt any ſuch Lodgment. Theſe 
are ſuch whoſe Qualities are moſt 
manifeſt in their Coldneſs and drying 
Properties. But there are ſo very 
few Inftances wherein Bandage 
is not better than ſuch Application, 
that very little comes to be us'd for

or Salt of Iron. For another rea- 
ſon therefore, that is, the ſharp and 
pointed Figures of the Particles of 
tron, will they be efficacious to cut 
their way thro many hindrances ; 
ſo that upon a double account, we 
ſee how this Metal deſerves its E- 
ſteem of being a very noble Deob- 
ſtruent. What was before ob- 
ſerv'd likewiſe, in the firſt Part, 
concerning Fermentation or inteſ- 
tine Motion being encreas'd by 
Pariicles Elaftick, does as plainlv 
account how this Medicine comes ſo 
much to heat the Blood. For the 
Reſilition of an Elaſtick Particle 
upon its Occurſion againſt any thing 
that ſtops it, contributes to encreaſe 
another kind of Motion in a circu- 
lating Fluid, than that which is pa- 
rallel to the Axis of the Veſſel thro 
which it is propelled z and it is this 


mixed Motion upon which the Hui- 
dity and Heat of the Blood depends. 
So that the Chalybeate Particles being 
alſo Elaſtick, they do heat and thin 
the Blood, by 
ſtine Motion, as well as help it thro 
Paſſages, by encreaſing its Weight 
and Force againſt them. 

There is another obvious Property 
of Iron, and many of its Prepara- 
tions which we have not yet had 
tolerably accounted for; and that 


is, its Aſtringency in the Bowels, 


and its promoring of Urine : which 


may to ſome, at firſt ſight, appear 


contrary Effects from the ſame Caule, 
But this will not ſeem ſtrange, it 
we conſider its ſtiprick corrugaiing 
Taſte upon the Tongue, which can- 
not but ariſe from the Points and 
Angles of its Particles. When there- 
fore it comes into the Bowels, as of- 
ten as thoſe Particles touch any of 
the Fibres of their inner Coat, 
thoſe Fibres, by the ſame Mecha- 


niſm, will contract; and fo by the 
Paſlage of a Chalybeate, thro the 


Inteſtines, will they be gently drawn 
into ſuch Corrugations, as to retain 
their Contents longer, by the Pal- 
ſages being render'd ſtraiter. And 
that theſe Medicines have this Effect 
in the Bowels by this means, is fur- 
ther evident from the Twitches they 
vive the Stomach ſometimes, at their 
tirſt admiſſion 3 inſomuch, as to 
draw it frequently into a general 
Contraction, and occaſion their E- 
jectinent by Vomit. 

Upon another account alſo does 
Iron aſtringe in thoſe Parts ; and 
that is by hardening the Fees them- 
ſelves, whereby, they are longer re- 
tain'd, In the crude Contents of 
the Bowel, there are many Parti- 
cles groſs and large in their Sur- 
faces, which may be the fibrous part 
of Food not digeſted enough to 29 


off any otherwiſe than by Stool. 
Now 


promoting its inte- 
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Now theſe Filaments, or litile Shreds 
of Fibres, tho in themlelves inani- 
mate, are capable of Contraction, 
or rather Corrugation, upon the 
Contact and Impulſe of a ſharp- 
pointed Particle; as we lee in Lea- 
ther, Vellum, and any membranous 
Subitances, how they will ſhrink up 


at the Contact of the Particles of 


Fire, or any ſubtile Acid. So that 
belides hardening the Coats of the 
lateftines, the Particles of a Chaly- 
beate Medicine aſtringe; that is, oc- 
calion more conſiſtent and leis fre- 


quent Stools, by hardening the Con- 


tents of the Bowels, and rendering 
them more flow of Expulſion. Bur 
the caſe is very different, when theſe 
Particles are ain d into a Fluid as 
fine as theniſelves, and they are pro- 
pelled in Canals with a great Velo- 
city. The {mart and frequently re- 
peated Vibrations of an Artery, 
prevents any ſuch Contact as was 
admitted of in the Bowels, and only 
ſerves to propagate their Motions ; 
ſo that they can do nothing here, 
but go on with the Current, until 
their Force ſtrikes them thro ſome 
ſecretory Outlets ; but by their Ra- 
pidity, and more forcible Reſilitions 
upon all Occurſions, they cannot in 
this Scene but greatly contribute to 
thin the Fluid, of which they make 
a part, and diſpoſe it more to ſupply 
the thinner Secretions, of which that 
by Urine is chiet, As alſo does the 
Gravity of their Parts, ſo far as the 
circulating Force will admit its In- 
fluence, more diſpoſe them to go 
off that way ; as it does moſt of a 
ſaline nature, and ſuch as are akin 
thereunto, | 

After this, there can need but lit- 
tle to explain how Chalybeate Me» 
dicines anſwer ſo effecctually that 
known Intention of promoting the 
menſirual Diſcharges. For by | Gn 
ing the Blood, that is, rendring it 
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more ſwift and fluid, the Blood muſt 
take up more room, and prefs harder 
azainſt the ſides of the Veſſels z and 
by increaſing its ny of Im- 
pulſe, it alſo prefies or ſtrikes harder 
againſt whatſoever oppoſes it, inſo- 
much as ſometimes to break the 
Veilels themſelves. And theſe ei- 
lects it is moſt likely ro have, of 
breaking the Veſlels, where their 
Contortions or Oblqutes are great - 
eſt, in portion to their Capaci- 
nes and Diſtances from the Heart. 
W hercſoever therefore they turn off 
neareſt to right Angles, and their 
Capacities are preateſt, at ſuch a 
lace the Blood is the moſt likely to 
1 throuph : and ſuch is the 
Conſtructure of the Uterme Blood- 
Veſſels, For further Satisfaction on 
this Head, the Reader will be great- 
ly pleas'd with Dr, Freind's Emme- 
nologid.

| Preparations of Simples. 


AVING given what we 
thought proper concerning the 

irtues of Simples, it will be neceſ- 
fary before we treat of Officinal or 
Extemporaneows Ferm, to deliver 
ſuch Preparations of the Medicinal 
Subſtances, as are required to render 
them fit lngredients in the various 


Compoſitions that may be uſed in 
Phy ſick. F 


Thoſe of the Minerals, we have 
before under each Metal; 
but 4 reſery d a diſtinct 

or the Preparations that be 

ng to the other Diviſions of the 
Materia Medica; by reaſon one 
Management is often common to 
many Simples of the ſame Texture 
and Diſpoſition of Parts. For theſe 
purpoſes, as there are many /nſtru- 
ments to be uſed, it may be ex- 


pected that we ſhould beſtow ſome 


time in their deſcription. Bu we 
are prevented from that, upon two 
accounts. The intended Compaſs of 
this Work would not permit us to 
be large enough upon this Head, to 
conyey any tolerable Notion of our 
Utenſils to the Reader, But the 
main Reaſon of our omitting this 
Particular, was, That we arc of 
opinion the largeſt Deſcription is 


to very little effect. The only way 


to have a diſtinct Idea of ſuch 
things, is to frequent the Shops and 


| Laboratories of Artiſts, 


1 Of Stirits. 

The firſt thing which ariſes moſt 
naturally in the Preparation of Si- 
ples, is ſeparating their more ſpiri- 
tuous Parts; becauſe they are moſt 
laxly united, and therefore moſt eaſi- 


ly drawn off. Spirits here are 
meant, fuſt of all, ſuch as become 
ſo in Vegetation, and from the Pro- 
duction of Nature; and then, ſuch 
as are made fo by Fermentation 


Art. Of the former kind there is 


none, ſtrictiy ſpeaking, but in Vege- 
tablet; and amongſt thoſe, only in 
ſuch as diſcover it in the Scent, and 
Quickneſs of Smell, But even theſe 
abound not in ſuch a degree and 
manner, as to give A Spirit over the 
Helm, of the nature of thoſe drawn 
by the help of Fermentation; but 

proper Management may be col- 
lected in ſuch quantities, 2s to make 
a Liquor very powerlully ſcented, 
and impregnated with the volatile 
Part of the Plant: for a great deal 
of Phlegm comes over wich it, and 
therefore it has not that intoxicati 
Properry of vinous or — 
Spirits: ao it will ſtrike the Noſe 
and Palate more ſtrongly, and exert 
it ſelt more efficacioully in many 
medicinal Intentions. 

Of this kind are all odoriferous 
Vegetables, whether ſweet or ſetid: 
which ſhould be diſtill'd green or dry, 
as the Texture of the vegetable Sub! 
ſtance is fitted to loſe or retain thoſe 
volaule Parts, which is beſt known 
by Experience ; for thoſe Plants 
whoſe volatile Parts are fo looſe in 
their Combinations, that they fly off 
in drying, ought to be committed to 
the Sul as ſoon as gather'd, as L- 
lies of the Valley, Lau m, and thoſe of 
a tender Scent ; whereas thoſe which 
preſerve their Volatility, as Mar e- 
ram, Roſemary, and the ſtronger A- 
romaticks, may be truſted when dry, 
if they have not been kept too long. 
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Theſe are all beſt raiſed in the Alem- 
bick with a Crane-Head, the higher 
the better; and if a Handful or 
two of Pot-Aſhes are thrown in, 
they will both help to load and 
keep down the groſſer Phlegm, and 
ſeparate and volatilize the finer 
Parts. As by the common way of 
running what comes off into an 


open Receiver, many of the finer 
Parts fly off and are loſt; by the 


Contrivance of a Bladder and a 


Funnel, it may be convey'd into a 
Bottle as cloſe as into a Receiver 
with a Retort. Take a ſtrong Bot- 
tle of any convenient bigneſs, into 
Which a Funnel; rye to the 
Worm a Bladder, in the ſame man- 
ner as it is fitted to a Clyſter- Pipe; 
cut open what covers the A 

of the Worm, and draw the Blad- 
der back over the Funnel, fo that it 
can be cloſe ty'd about the neck of 
the Bottle. By this means not a 
Particle can be loſt ; but the Fire 
muſt be more moderate than in o- 
pen Diſtillation, otherwiſe it will 
force up the Still- Head, or burſt the 
Bladder or Bottle, It is worth the 
while for thoſe who are curious, to 
manage all their Diſtillations of odo- 
riferous Plants this way ; for the 
Waters when they are drawn low 
enough to paſs under that rank, are 
much the better for it. 

The Spirits of vegetable Subſtan- 
ces, eſpecially Herbs made by Fer- 
mentation, cannot be depended upon 
to have much of the Virtue of the 
Plant in them: for in Fermenta- 
tion of an odoriferons Plant, the 
Spirit Nature has made, flies away 
in that inteſtine Motion, ſo that 
what is afterwards produced has no 
advantage beyond thoſe made from 
inodorous Subſtances by the fame 
Artifice, Thoſe Writers therefore 
exceedingly err, who teach to fer- 
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ment any Plant whatſoever, in or- 
der to draw out any medicinal Vir- 
tues, becauſe by the very Action of 


Fermentation the Spirit is made, as 


has been before demonſtrated in the 
Firſt Part, under that Head, Secf. 4. 
So that it ſignifies not ſo much what 
Subſtances ſuch a Spirit is drawn 
from, as what Properties are ob- 
tain'd to a Spirit made by ſuch Con- 
trivance. | 

In this Limitation of the Term, 
we have no Spirits from either Ani- 
mals or Minerals; all under this 
Denomination obtain'd from them, 
being either not properly %o, or 
procured by ſuch artificial Helps, as 
will come to be explain'd under 
their reſpectivxe Preparations. 

All that has been here advanc'd, 
is very eaſily apply'd to Waters : we 
ſhall therefore only ſubjoin, that all 
the Waters exhaled from inodorous 
Plants are not worth Diſtillation, be- 
cauſe they cannot raiſe any thing but 
Phlegm, unleſs a very ſmall Portion 
of a nitrous Salr, which is ſtrain'd 
into them with their Nouriſhment 
from the Earth, or imbibed from 
the Air and Dews: and ſo many 
ways as there are to procure all the 
medicinal Efficacies of ſuch a Sale 
to much better advantage, can never 
juſtify the Trouble and Expence of 
diſtilling of Plants to obtain it from 
them. Where therefore a Perſon 


has ſuch an opinion of thoſe Herbs 


which are term'd cold, as Plantain, 
Seabious, and the like, as not to be 
eaſy without them, he had better 
take them in his Sallers and Broths, 
than diſtil them. This further may 
be worth remarking, that all thoſe 
Plants which are deem'd cold, are 
beſt when they ſhoot up rank and 
large; but of the hot, they are 


ſtrongeſt when leaſt ſuccubent, and

Of Eſential Oils. 

Take any quantity of Gum, Ber- 
ry, Seed, Herb, or Wood, ſuch as 
are 4 * to be bruiſed or pow -

Exactly the ſame Method will 
draw the eſſential Oil from any Sub- 
ſtance whatſoever that contains it; 
and thoſe of ſome Woods, as Cm- 
namon, Saffafras, Clover, and the 
like, becauſe they are heavier than 
Water,will tall ro the bottom, but are 
as eaſily ſeparated by decanting the 
Water by gentle Inclination. Be- 
cauſe that of Aniſeeds, with ſome 
few others, will coagulate towards 
the latter end of the Diſtillation, the 
Water in the Worm-Twb ſhould ceaſe 
to be renew'd, that it may grow 


ead to the Sul, 


Theſe are made by 


ing the 
Juice of any Plant, and ferting it in 
a Cellar ro ſhoot ; which ſome do 
in ſmall quantities, but this is fo - 


ficult to procure, eſpecially neat 
from Filth and Dirt, that theſe are 
never kept in the not Ce» 
quired in Preſcription, 
Of Fixed Salts. 

Take any Plant, and burn it 

a clean Hearth, and rake the Alhes 
as long as any Fire appears amongſt 
them; put thoſe Aſhes into an un- 
glazed Pan, which ſet in a calcining 
Furnace ; make fire about it till the 
Pan is red-hot, where keep it, con- 
tinually ſtirring the Aſbes, without 
any blackneſs. Then put them into 
a clean Pan, and pour hot Water to 


them; when that Water is futhcient- 


ly impregnated with Salt, filter it, 
and evaporate to a Dryneſe, and 
until the Aſhes are left inſipid. 

We meet in the chymical Shops 
with theſe fixed Salts of a great many 
Plants, and the common Prefers 
tions take ſome notice of the 4iffe- 
rent kinds ; But the Practitioner, ho 
thinks there is any real” difference 
berween them correſponding with 
the Plants they are obtain'd from, 
may reſt ſatisfy'd that thoſe devrrons 
and conſcientious Artificers the Chy- 
miſts, can turmſh him with a lixi- 
vial Salt of any Plant, made from 
the Cineres Clavilati, or Por Aſhes, 
It wou'd however be well enomrh, 
did we lie open but in this par 
only to ſuch Impotinons ; for let 
the Plant be what it will, betore ir i 
reduced to Aſhes, the Fire brings 
it to that Texture and Make of 
Parts, into which it reduces any other: 

fo 
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ſo. that a Salt made out of the Lixi- 
vium of any er, 
will be always the ſame: they who 
are incredulous herein, may * 
periments ten ways, it 10 
many can be invented; but will 
never find any ſpecifick Diffe- 
rence. 

There is a Form of Preparation, 
which Salmon chiefly introduced for 
the ſake of his Brother Empiricks, 
and thoſe who were for cutting the 
ſhorteſt way into their Profits, that 
is call'd Pozeſtas or Power, This is 
an Incorporation of the Eſſential Oil 
of any Vegetable with Spirit, by the 
Intermediation of Sal Armoniac ; 
and this was chiefly deſign'd for the 
extemporaneous making of Waters; 
for with the help of a ſmall quan- 
tity of ſuch Medicines, and common 
Water, there was always in readineſs 
whatſoever of that kind could be 
call'd for. The OEleoſachara like- 
wiſe have been contriv'd for the 


ſame purpoſes, which is a mixture of 
an Eſſential Oil with ; where- 
by it will diſſolve in a ſtrong Spirit, 


and ſo make on a ſudden, without 
the Help and Expence of a Still, 
either Cinnamon, Orange, or any 


other Water that is requir'd. So that 
by theſe Artifices here be all 
the Simple and Compound Waters 


of a Shop, inclos'd in a ſmall Cup- 
board ; an admirable Contrivance 
for Chamber - Practice! but very in- 
jurious and detrimental to the Pati- 
ent: for there is no way of mix- 
ture imaginable, that can ſo well in- 
corporate the volatile oily part of 
a Plant with its Phlegm, as Diſtilla- 
tion does. So that the Waters made 
this way will not only be more un- 
fit for preſent uſe, but alſo be much 
ſooner ſlimy, vapid and ſour. They 
who think it worth their while to 


fall into this way, may make the 


Poteſtates of any thing in the ſame 


manner as is directed in the Prepara- 
tions of Amber, at No 549. of the 
The Purification of Aloes, and all 
Subſtances of the like kind, 

© If the Aloes is not fine thro 


© any mixture of Straws, Sticks, or 
© gritty Matter, very gently diſlolye

Some for this purpoſe uſe Spirit of 
Wane, and others Spirit of Tartar, 
under the Notion of better correct- 


es, from 
Filth, and for the Phyſician after - 
wards to correct in Preſcription as he 
pleaſes, 

Gums and Reſins of all ſorts are 
to be clear'd from any foreign Mix- 
tures by the like means; care being 
taken to let the Diſſolvent be as near 
as can be, to the nature of the thing 
to be ſtrain d; and that Evaporation 
afterwards be not too haſty, for 
fear of ing off any Volatile 
Parts of the Drug; which is very 
apt to happen, in Aromarick Sub- 
ſtances eſpecially. There are many 
Gums to be conveniently ſtrain'd 
by the help of Water, which will 
not mix with them ; but upon cool- 
ing ſeparate, and form into a clean 
Maſs ready for uſe, as Galbanum, 
Tacamahacca, and the like,

N this Form nothing ought to be 
brought, but what is conveni- 
ently drawn out by Decoction in an 
Aqueous Menſfiruum, or the ex- 
preſs d Juices of Plants, Fruits, C. 
tor any thing of a Volatile or Spi— 
rituous Nature, will not be conti- 
nued herein long, if it does not get 
away even in the making, The 
more likewiſe any Subſtances are diſ- 
pos'd to Fermentation, the leſs are 
they fit for this Forin 3 becauſe they 
will run into new Coaleſcencies, 
and deſtroy the due Conſiſtence ot 
the Medicine by ſome Parts being 
too thick and ropy, and others too 
thin: the Juices therefore of Fruits, 


for this reaſon, ſooneſt decay in Sy- 


rups. Whatrſoever medicinal Ingre- 
dients then have their Virtues, con- 
liſt in their moſt ſolid and perma- 
nent Parts; ſuch as are of a ſaline 
and earthy Nature, are conveniently 
enough reduced into, and preſery'd 
in this Form, becauſe ſuch will draw 
out in an Aqueous Body, and bear 
boiling up to the Conſiſtency with 
Sugar, which is neceſſary for keep- 
ing, without evaporating. 

For this pur poſe therefore, are all 
Decoctions from dry Herbs much 
fitter than the Juices expreſy'd from 
thoſe Herbs, which they are often 


order'd to be made with; becauſe 


the moſt forcible Preſlure of a 
green Plant, muſt ſtil] leaye ſome 
"BOS Por- 
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Portion behind; and that moſt proba- 
bly which is the beſt, as the thin wa- 
try Parts run off firſt ; whereas the 
more ſaline and ſubſtantial are mixed 
ſo intimately, as almoſt to make a 
part of the Fibres, and therefore 
will remain in the Préſlings; but 
. when a Plant is dry'd, which robs it 
only of the Phlegm or Water, boil- 
ing Water naturally opens its mi- 
nuteſt Cells, and joins with the Eſ- 
ſential Salts, and moſt material Parts 
of all. And this further advantage 
has a Syrup made from the Decoction 
of a dry d Plant, to that which is 
made from an expreſſed Juice, that 
it will be both finer and keep longer, 
as well as be ſtronger of the Ingre- 
dient. 

But becauſe a Syrup can retain no- 
thing but the groſſer and more rigid 
parts of the Ingredients, which are 
concern'd in its Compoſition; this 
Form is confin'd to very few Inten- 
tions, which are to be anſwer' d only 
by the Medicine's Operation in the 
Stomach or Bowels: and therefore 
under this Diviſion we are to look 
for little elſe beſides Emericks and 
Catharticks ; unleſs for the Conve- 
niency of other Forms, as ro make 
dry Subſtances up into Pills, Boles, 
or Electuaries, and to ſweeten Ju- 
leps, and render ſome things palata- 
ble for taking. Whereſoever there- 
fore we meet with a Syrup, from 


the moſt celebrated Author, or how 


pompouſly ſoever dignity'd with a 
Title; yet if its Operation is pre- 
tended to lie beyond the Prime Vie, 
it ought to be rejected. How can 
it be imagin'd, that the Intention of a 
Cephalick, as it has already been 
fully explain'd, can be anſwer'd by a 
Medicine that is inconſiſtent with any 
thing volatile in its Compolition ? 
The ſame holds againſt any thing 


herein being likewiſe Diaphoreticł, 


and almoſt Diuretick; tho a Syrup 


may be ſo loaded with fixed Salts, 
as to carry ſome of them into the 
Blood ; but then ſuch are much bet- 
ter manag'd in other Forms. A 
Cephalick, an Antiſcorbutick, an 
Alexipharmick, and even a Diure- 


tick Syrup, are Terms ridiculous, if 


not contradictory. And as for the 
number of thoſe, which are much 
the greateſt, that are made only for 
the conveniency of extemporary 
Forms, there are hardly any of them 
better than ſo much plain Syrup of 
Sugar, or common Moloſſes, And 
therefore has the preſent Practice 
very juſtly almoſt rejected them, for 
a Julep now is rarely order'd to be 
ſweeten d with any thing but plain 
Sugar. Yet we muſt not be too 
free in garbling a Profeſſion, which 


ſeems very unlikely to ſubſiſt the © 


number of its Retainers without 
Myſteries ; which, according to mo- 
dern uſe in other Matters, is gene- 
rally to be underſtood expreſſive of 
ſomething that is a Cheat.

nity to the main delign of the whole. 


Thus the Agarick is not only uſeleſs 
but hurtful, by making the Medicine 
more nauſeous; the Succas Hypo 
ciftis anſwers no end at all; the 
Caſſia Bark ſhould be rejected for 
the ſame reaſon as was given under 
the Diaſcordium; the Poly-moun- 
tain, Daucus Seeds, Gum-arabick,

conveniences. There is gr. i. of 
Opium in each B iv. and therefore 
it may be given from Ji. to Zii. as 
the Strength and Circumſtances of 
the Patient require.

Name, which by mere accident it 
has obtam'd, confined it to be made

Vipers they ay are there much better 
than any. But there is no foundation 


in this, for tho their Cou is 


hotter, and ſo may che more exhale 
the Vaperme Juices, in Which their 
Efficacy herein conſifts 3 yet the 
Manner of their making them into 
Trothes loſes ſo much of their Vo- 
latility, that the way we have here 
directed to manage them, carries 
much more of their Vimtues into the 
Medicine. Beſides, this is but a na- 
ked Suppoſition, and in which there 
does not (ſeem to be any weight: 


for if we may be judg d by their 


poiſonous Properties, the Bites of 
our Vipers, at the proper time of 
the Year, which is the hotteſt, are 
as efficacious and deadly as theirs, 
But to end all Controverſy on this 
Head, it a proportiooable quantity 
of the Volatile Salt drawn from 
theſe Creatures, be put into this 
Medicine, inſtead of any other Pre- 
paration, the Virtues will then be 
exactly rhe ſame ; tor the Salt which 
is produced from one, tho it does 
not ariſe in ſuch plenty, 1s however 
of equal Virtues with that which 
comes from another. But if any 
other Country has the advantage 
over us in this one Ingredient, ours 
has it much more in another of as 
great, if not greater moment; and 
that is, in the Saffron : for that 
which our own Country produces, is 
of four times more Strength and

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any which comes from abroad. 
This fookſh Opinion of the forewn 
Theriaca being benecr than what 1s 
made here, has occalion'd the com 
mon People to be cheared, as they 
too much deſerve, with the worſt ot 
Medicines for right Venice-Treacts, 
For they imagining that to be the 
proper place of ity , and 
that it can come from thence ge- 
nuine at cheaper Rates than it is here 
fold for in our Shops, pleaſe rhem- 
ſelves much with buying a tin Por 
of a dirty Sailor, who pretends wb 
have imported it, wrapt up with 
printed Duections in the [relies 
Tongue, and at a low Price; where- 
as ſume of our Drag, and un- 
worthy wholeſale Dealers in Phar- 
macy, make this wretched ſtuff of 
little elie than the-Sweepings of their 
Shops, have the very Bills princed 


in London, and it off in this 
diſguiſe upon ſach ſimple 

In reality no can make this 
cheaper than our ſelves, and not 


eaſily ſo cheap, as many of the In- 
predients are turniſh'd us from boch 
the Indies. And no one here, buy- 
ing every thing to the beſt advan- 
tage, can make it for ſo little as 31. 
fer pound out of pocket; and there- 


| fore any one may judge what that 


muſt be, which is fold for leſs, 
which theſe pretended Importers do. 
They who have any fufpicion that 
this is an Injuſtice upon theſe Venire- 
Irearle Merchants, may be fatisfy'd 
at almoſt any Printers, who 
and keep by them ſuch italian Di- 
rec tions 3 unleſs they can perſuade 
themſelves, that an Apothecary t 
Venice is torc'd to fend to London 
to have his Bills printed. 

This one Remark more the pre- 
ſent Practice will not ſuffer us to 
omit ; which is making this Medi- 


cine imo an Electuary with Syr upus 
ae Meconio inſtead of Honey, as was 
before 
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before obſery'd of the Diaſcordium : 
but ſuch who think there is equal 
reaſon for ſo doing, proceed upon' 
a great Miſtake. The Diaſcordium 
is calculated for an Aſtringent, to 
which Intention Honey is oppoſite, 
becauſe it attenuates and deterges; 
and therefore with great reaſon was 
the Syrupus de Meconio ſubſtituted in 
its room: but in an Alexipharmick 
Compoſition, as the Venice - Treacle 
is, to reject Honey, which is of the 
ſame Intention, and very powerfully 
ſo too, and ſubſtitute what is con- 
trary, unleſs by accident ; ſeems to 
owing more to Whimſy, or the 
Vanity of leading an Example, than 
any — Reaſon. Opiates indeed 
contribute ſomewhat, which we ſay 
by accident forwards the Intention 
of an Alexipharmick; as may be 
"ſeen explain d under the Diviſion of 
Nareoticks in Part 2. Sect. 10. but

that 32 addition of the Dancs 
dium, inſtead of procuring that 
ealy Relaxation which favours the 
Operation of an Alexipharmick, 
there is induced ſuch an Inſenſibility, 
that the Secretion will rather be > 
miniſh'd than enlarg'd : that is, in- 
ſtead of warming the Patient into a 
Sweat, he will be dozed into a Stag- 
nation, and fo have a Fever, which 
might have been ſoon thrown off, 
chang'd into one of a putrid malig- 
nant kind.

Treacle when imprudently taken, or

ter done by boiling Dragon”s-Blood 
ſome time in the Oil, with a ſuſh- 
cient quantity of Water to keep it 
from burning: for with that it might 
be brought up to any degree of Co- 
lour, and to a much more elegant 
Red than the Sanders will make. 
And when the Oil is tinged, ſtrain 
it off, and mix the Wax and Tur- 
pentine With it, and it is finiſh'd. 
By this means the Medicine is not 
clogg' d with Duſt to give it a Co- 
lour, and is therefore much better 
for all the purpoſes it ſeems origi- 
nally deſign d for. This Compo- 
ſition ſtands recommended for an 
internal Vuinerary, and is preſcribed 


in ſuch Coughs as give ſuſpicion of 


Tubercles and Ulcerations in the 
Lungs ; and alſo in all internal De- 
cays from the like Cauſes, whether 
the Seat be in the Breaſt, or any 
Other part, It is given likewiſe upon 
accidental Bruiſes and inward Bleed- 
ing. Externally it is uſed to deterge 
and incarnate green Wounds and 

*Ulcers that are not of too long 
ſtanding ; but in the latter Intentions 
the Sanders is a vaſt prejudice to it, 
and helps to foul a Wound more 
than cleanſe and heal it. Inwardly 
it is given from 8 i. to 3; ii. ata 
time, either mix'd with a little Su- 
gar, or pleaſant Conſerve.

deterging or eating off rotten Fleſh, 


and cleanſing io admiration foul Ul- 
cers, This is of great uſe to de- 
ſtroy thole cankerous Eroſions which 
are ſo apt to grow in Childrens 
Mouths, and are - firſt diſcoverable 
by white Specks ; the way is to rub, 
them with it upon a Kay ty'd ro a 
Probe, or piece of Stick. In Ve- 
nereal Ulceratiors likewiſe in the 
Throat, i. e about the Ci and 
Tonſols, it does great ſervice. But 
for all theſe good Properties it is 
very ill placed in this Diviſion, and 
ought rather to ſtand amongſt the 
Honey or Syrups.

It is an efficacious Detergent, and 
will, with a continu'd uſe, extend 
its Influences to the remoteſt Glands, 
and by degrees wear away what ob- 
ſtruts them, and occaſions a Lodg- 
ment of ſuch Humours, as erode 
and deform the Parts.

nothing being reducible well into 


thoſe Forms but Pettorals, and what 


is grateful to the Taſte; for the 
Conſiſtence and Manner of takiny 
makes any thing bitter, or otherwife 
nauſeous, herein intolerable ; and 
nothing but Emellienis and Deter- 
gents, ſuch as Oils, opening Syrups, 
and Subſtances proper to unite them, 
and agreeable to their Qualuies, be- 
ing convenient to be reduced there- 
into. The Sweetneſs and Adheſion 
likewiſe of theſe Medicines, make 
them not only tireſom in taking, 


but dase ez and injurious to ſome 


Stomachs; that while by them it is 


endeavoured to deterge the Lungs 


of Phlegm, the Digeſtion is ſo much 
hindred, that a greater Su is 
made; which makes ſuch Es in 
vain, if not worſe for the Patient. 
In ſhort, there are very few of theſe 


of any other ſervice, than to pro-

Age, which are neceſſary ro keep 


open the Breaſt, and break away 
ſuch Infarctions, which are occa- 
ſion d by a Diminution of Tranſpi- 


ration, (i. . what is commonly 


called taking of Cold) or a weaken'd. 


Concoction, that give rife to Pleu- 


riſies, Aſthma's, Coughs, and the 


like, It is not unfrequent to meet 
with many under this Denomina-

dy ſufficiently urg'd in many places. 
Where Oil is to be mixed in theſe

N TO this Form, there are ſome 
things reducible almoſt for all 
Intentions 3 and as they convey 
moſt Medicinal Simples in Subſtance, 


they are generally to be depended 


on in Caſes of Importance and 
Difficulty z and the only things not 
convenient to be manag'd hereby, 
are ſuch as are extremely bitter and 
nauſeous, or ot that efficacy, that 


their Doſes cannot be exactly enough 


adjuſted ; theſe being aſlign'd gene- 
rally by gueſs, in the quantity of a 
Nutmeg or the like: and for this 
reaſon will be found under this Di- 
viſion, none of the bitter Stoma- 
chicks, nor of the ſtrong Cathar- 
ticks, nor Narcoticks ; the firſt be- 
cauſe they cannot well be got down 
in this Form, and the Jatter, be- 
cauſe their Doſes ought to be 
weighed. with the utmoſt exactneſs, 
and therefore proper only for Boles,
